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The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1958. 

The  estimated  population  has  increased  by  340  as  compared  with  250 
last  year.  This,  after  taking  into  consideration  that  the  number  of 
births  is  balanced  by  the  number  of  deaths,  means  that  over  the  past 
few  years  there  has  been  a  steady  influx  of  population  into  the  District. 

There  is  probably  a  relationship  between  this  and  the  high  number  of 
privately  built  dwellings  that  has  taken  place  during  the  last  five  years. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  death  tables  which  show  that  communicable 
diseases  which  not  so  long  ago  were  the  chief  cause  of  death,  principally 
in  infancy  and  early  life,  are  now  of  minor  importance.  The  majority  of 
deaths  now  occur  in  the  groups  covered  by  cancer  and  circulatory  diseases. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  improvements  as  far  as  infectious  diseases  are 
concerned  were  brought  about  by  a  realisation  that  the  environment  is 
responsible  for  disease.  The  absence  of  clean  and  adequate  water  supplies, 
proper  sewerage,  clean  food  and  milk  and  satisfactory  houses  are  the  main 
causes  of  spread  of  disease. 

Modern  research  and  development  has  also  taught  us  how  to  improve  the 
resistance  of  the  individual  to  disease  by  vaccination  and  immunisation. 

One  of  the  chief  problems  of  the  future  will  be  not  only  to  extend  the 
range  of  diseases  that  can  be  covered  by  immunisation  but  also  to  devise 
means  of  producing  one  agent  that  will  protect  against  several  diseases. 

There  is  no  doubt  now  that  the  emphasis  in  preventive  medicine  must 
now  be  directed  towards  the  elimination  of  any  factor  from  the  environment 
which  can  be  proved  to  play  any  part  in  the  increasing  incidence  of  cancer 
and  heart  diseases.  In  this  connection  I  would  draw  your  notice  particularly 
to  the  38  deaths  from  Coronary  Disease.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  condition 
has  increased  in  incidence  and  presents  a  formidable  challenge  to  modern 
medecine.  Many  interesting  facts  are  known  namely  that  it  is  commoner  in  the 
more  highly  developed  countries  with  their  high  pace  of  living  and  sophis¬ 
ticated  diets.  Some  authorities  claim  that  a  diet  rich  in  saturated  fats, 
i.e.  solid  fats,  have  a  tendency  to  increase  the  cholesterol  content  of  the 
blood  and  over  the  years  precipitate  a  blockage  in  the  vessels  supplying  the 
heart,  producing  what  is  technically  known  as  Coronary  Thrombosis  or  Occlusion. 
It  has  been  noted  too,  that  it  is  more  prevalent  in  the  higher  income  groups 
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and  in  those  unaccustomed  to  strenuous  physical  exercise.  And  furthermore , 
it  is  much  commoner  in  men  than  in  women.  Miners,  farm  workers,  postmen 
and  "bus  conductors  whose  work  involves  them  in  a  good  deal  of  physical 
activity  are  less  prone  to  Coronary  disease  than  sedentary  workers  such  as 
clerks  and  bus-drivers. 

Whatever  the  cause  therefore  much  patient  and  accurate  research  is 
necessary  into  the  effects  of  diets  and  exercise  on  heart  disease. 

Turning  to  Cancer,  attention  is  drawn  to  the  increasing  incidence  of 
Lung  Cancer.  There  is  no  doubt  that  a  relationship  exists  between  heavy 
cigarette  smoking,  air  pollution  and  an  increased  incidence. 

Luring  the  year  strenuous  efforts  were  made  to  vaccinate  against 
Poliomyelitis  everyone  up  to  the  age  of  26.  A  good  deal  of  publicity  was 
given  to  the  campaign.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  a  good  response  was 
obtained  and  this  was  made  possible  by  the  close  and  willing  co-operation 
of  the  Family  Doctors  and  Nursing  Services. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  report  for  1957  that  increasing  attention 
will  have  to  be  given  in  the  years  ahead  to  the  provision  of  accommodation 
specifically  designed  for  old  people.  Attention  will  have  to  be  given  to 
providing  small  units  with  every  labour  saving  and  safety  device  that  can 
be  reasonably  incorporated.  Some  authorities  are  doing  away  with  open 
fires  and  are  providing  central  heating  or  floor-electric  heating.  To 
cater  for  the  more  feeble  type  of  old  person  some  authorities  are 
providing  a  Warden  service.  This  of  course  can  only  be  done  in  the  denser 
areas  where  it  is  possible  to  group  such  people  together. 

One  of  the  big  events  in  the  year  was  the  progress  and  near  completion 
of  the  sewerage  echeme  for  Nether  Alderley  and  Great  Warford.  This  has 
made  it  possible  for  a  very  considerable  area  of  the  Rural  District  with 
many  houses,  schools  and  important  institutions  to  have  the  benefit  of  main 
drainage.  Unfortunately,  little  progress  was  made  with  the  scheme  for  the 
proper  sewerage  of  Langley.  This  village  has  gone  on  year  after  year 
suffering  great  inconvenience  and  danger  to  health  and  there  seems  little 
immediate  prospect  of  a  solution.  Although  the  situation  in  the  Parish  of 
Chorley  is  just  as  bad  there  is  however  a  more  certain  prospect  of  becoming 
part  of  the  Alderley  Edge  -  Wilms low  scheme. 

Once  again  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  record  the  assistance  I  have 
received  from  your  Clerk,  Mr,  H,  W.  Abbott  and  the  members  of  his  staff, 
from  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr,  W.  Watson  and  his  deputy,  Mr. 

B,  J.  Overbury  and  from  Mr.  Chadwick  and  his  staff,  and  to  thank  them  for 
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their  help  and  guidance  and  the  contributions  they  have  made  to  this 
report.

Despite  the  tremendous  call  on  the  service  of  the  Nursing  and  Office 
staff  brought  on  by  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Campaign  steady  progress 
was  also  made  in  the  routine  vaccination  and  immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
and  Whooping  Cough.  It  is  also  now  our  practice  to  combine  Diphtheria  and 
Whoopi ng  Cough  vaccine  with  that  against  Tetanus  and  this  Triple  Antigen 
reduces  the  necessity  of  giving  multiple  injections.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  SERVICE; 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester ,  is  available  for 
bacteriological  analyses  of  water,  milk,  food  and  ice-cream  as  and  when 
we  require  them.  In  addition  they  deal  with  material  from  infectious 
diseases . 

We  obtain  the  maximum  co-operation  at  all  times  and  this  excellent 
service  is  under  the  control  of  Dr.  W.  T.  Parker  to  whom  we  are  indebted. 

AMBULANCE  AMD  SITTING  CASE  CAR  TRANSPORT; 

The  closest  co-operation  exists  between  the  Macclesfield  and  Cheadle 
and  Gatley  Divisions  and  ourselves  in  serving  the  Rural  District  with 
ambulance  and  sitting-case  transport.  In  a  widely  scattered  area  such  as 
ours,  it  is  necessary  to  work  with  neighbouring  authorities  in  order  to 
cut  down  mileage.  Although  the  demand  on  this  service  continues  to 
increase,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  very  few  serious  complaints  are 
received. 


DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE; 


It  is  not  always  possible  to  provide  home  helps  in  the  Rural  District, 
whereas  in  the  Urban  District  we  have  a  waiting  list  of  people  anxious  to 
do  this  work.  We  have  the  greatest  difficulty  on  occasions  in  finding 
people  willing  to  work  in  the  Rural  area.  We  also  have  great  difficulty  in 
finding  home  helps  in  Poynton  and  consideration  is  being  given  to  the 
proposal  to  appoint  a  full-time  home  help  for  Poynton.

WATER; 


The  following  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the  years- 
V/oodhouse  Lane,  Gawsworth  -  231  yards 

Monks  Heath,  Nether  Alder ley  -  432  yards 


The  latter  extension  made  provision  for  eleven  cottages  and  two  farms 
to  be  connected  to  the  public  supply  with  a  result  that  six  cottages  which 
had  relied  on  a  supply  from  a  pump  would  now  have  a  piped  supply  inside 
the  house  and  in  the  other  cases  the  public  supply  was  substituted  for  a 
private  supply. 

Fifty  eight  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Of  these,  five  were  from  the  Council's  supplies.  Samples 
taken  at  the  source  in  two  cases  at  Kettleshulme  were  unsatisfactory,  but 
samples  taken  after  chlorination  were  satisfactory. 

Unsatisfactory  results  were  received  from  the  examination  of  samples 
taken  from  the  Langley  private  supplies  and  as  a  result  the  owners  improved 
the  standard  of  maintenance  of  the  chlorinating  plant.  Of  the  forty- two 
samples  taken  from  private  supplies,  twenty-nine  were  satisfactory  and 
thirteen  unsatisfactory.  These  latter  samples  are  usually  taken  at  the 
request  of  the  owners  of  premises  and  where  the  samples  are  unsatisfactory 
advice  is  given  with  a  view  to  excluding  contamination  or  alternatively 
chlorination  or  filtration  is  advised. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE s 

The  major  work  of  sewer age  during  the  year  was  the  construction  of  the 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Great  Warford.  The  stage  of  construction  was 
sufficiently  advanced  for  the  drainage  from  I.  C.  I.  Research  Laboratories 
to  be  accepted  at  the  works  for  treatment  although  the  construction  of  the 
sludge  digestion  tank  and  pumping  plant  had  not  been  completed. 

Meanwhile  letters  were  sent  to  the  owners  of  all  properties  capable  of 
being  served  by  the  sewer  offering  to  lay  the  length  of  drain  to  the 
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curtilage  of  the  property,  provided  that  the  owner  by  a  definite  time, 
agreed  to  re-arrange  the  foul  drains  of  the  house  to  connect  to  the  pipe. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  the  response  was  good  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
most  owners  will  take  advantage  of  the  Council's  offer. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  disposal  plant  for  the  new  development 
off  Brookledge  Lane,  Adlington,  has  not  been  installed.  The  temporary 
tank  for  dealing  with  the  drainage  from  these  properties  is  quite  inadequate 
and  the  pollution  of  the  Red  Brook  will  be  much  worse  as  more  houses  are 
connected  to  the  temporary  disposal  system.  There  have  been  no  other  works 
of  sewering  or  sewage  disposal  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  those 
parishes  about  which  comment  was  made  in  last  years  report  are  still 
without  a  main  drainage  system, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING; 

The  work  of  refuse  collection  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year 
with  few  complaints.  The  frequency  of  collection  has  been  increased  so  that 
with  few  exceptions  all  properties  have  a  regular  service  and  visited  either 
on  a  fortnightly  or  weekly  basis. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  has  meant  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  collectors.  A  new  S  &  D  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  was  delivered  and 
the  Council's  fleet  of  wagons  now  comprises  three  S  &  D  18  cubic  yard  Fore 
and  Aft  Tippers,  one  Dennis  10  cubic  yard  side  loader  as  a  spare  wagon, 
which  is  also  used  by  the  Engineer's  Department,  one  Eagle  Cesspool  Emptier 
on  a  Bedford  Chassis  and  one  Massey  Ferguson  Tractor  with  a  blade  and  bucket 
attachment  and  a  trailer. 

This  latter  machine  is  used  for  levelling  tips  and  also  is  used  by  the 
Engineer's  Department  for  mowing  playing  fields  and  general  work.  There  is 
no  doubt  the  use  of  the  tractor  for  tip  levelling  is  much  more  efficient  than 
when  this  work  was  done  manually.  The  services  of  two  men  on  refuse  disposal 
were  dispensed  with. 

Difficulties  have  arisen  from  tip  fires  especially  in  the  summer  and 
this  can  be  attributed  to  some  extent  to  the  fact  that  unless  the  refuse  is 
regularly  pushed  over  the  tip  face,  consolidated  and  covered,  any  adventitious 
firing  of  the  tip,  either  due  to  hot  cinders  in  the  refuse  or  other  causes 
ra-pidly  spreads.  The  Council  may  in  the  future  have  to  consider  the 
desirability  of  using  a  machine  whole  time  for  the  purposes  of  tip 
maintenance .

The  number  of  houses  being  built  by  private  enterprise  shows  a  steady 
increase  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  whilst  the  Planning  Acts  have  restricted 
sporadic  development,  the  area  of  the  rural  district,  especially  to  the 
north,  is  much  sought  after  for  residential  development. 

For  this  reason  old  houses  which  are  suitable  for  action  under  the 
Housing  Acts  for  demolition  or  closing,  are  in  demand  for  reconditioning.

Rats  and  Mice  Destructions 

The  Council  are  obliged  to  cause  the  district  to  be  inspected  for 
infestation  by  rats  and  mice  and  to  carry  out  the  destruction  of  rats  and 
mice  on  their  own  properties.  A  full-time  operator  is  employed  for  this 
purpose  and  in  addition,  he  undertakes  treatments  on  private  premises  for 
which  no  charge  is  made,  and  on  business  premises  at  a  charge  to  the 
occupier. 

Filthy  and  Verminous  Premises s 

It  was  necessary  to  carry  out  the  disinf estation  of  premises  for  fleas 
on  which  a  report  was  made  last  year.  The  house  is  overcrowded,  the 
accommodation  limited  and  the  family  of  low  mentality.  If  the  family  could 
be  re-housed  where  modern  sanitary  facilities  with  hot  water  and  bath  are 
available,  the  infestation  could  be  properly  dealt  with  and  the  difficulties 
mentioned,  overcome  at  the  same  time.  One  Council  house  was  found  to  be 
infested  with  fleas  and  was  treated  after  the  house  had  been  vacated. 


Clean  Air  Act,  1956s 

The  Council  has  taken  no  action  in  establishing  smoke  control  areas. 

There  are  few  sources  of  industrial  smoke  and  the  question  of  improved 
firing  of  a  boiler  has  been  taken  up  with  one  factory  owner.  A  promise  has 
been  received  that  a  chain-grate  stoker  will  be  fitted  and  this  should  deal 
satisfactorily  with  the  complaints  of  emission  of  dark  smoke.

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Food  Premises; 


Again,  it  is  regretted  that  no  routine  inspections  were  carried  out 
with  a  view  to  supplementing  specifically  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations.  The  owner  of  a  shop  set  up  on  a  new  housing  estate 
tried  to  resist  the  requirements  of  the  regulations  stating  that  only 
wrapped  food  would  he  sold.  He  eventually  agreed  to  comply  with  the 
regulations  and  is  now  satisfied  that  the  advice  given  was  worth  while  in 
view  of  the  growth  of  the  business. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  ~  Section  16; 


There  are  two  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream 
by  the  cold  mix  process  and  fifty-five  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream.  Twelve  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages 
etc. 

Meat  Inspection  and  Slaughterhouses; 

There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Some  of  the 
meat  from  all  the  slaughterhouses  is  sold  outside  the  district,  but  not  a 
large  proportion. 

All  meat  which  is  slaughtered  is  inspected. 

The  evidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle,  excluding  cows,  has  again  gone 
down  from  5»4$  to  5»2 fo.  There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  evidence  of 
cysticercosis  and  3  carcases  were  submitted  to  treatment  by  refrigeration 
where  viable  cysts  were  found.  Details  of  meat  inspected  are  appended.
